WINTER PARK 


DR. C. D. USSHER, FRESH FROM 
BATTLE RAVAGED ARMENIA, 
APPEALS TO AMERICANS FOR 
AID—OVER $500 RAISED IN TWO 
DAYS AT ORLANDO 


A Thrilling Chapter in the Missionary 
Life of Dr. Ussher, Tells Why Amer¬ 
icans Should Rally to a Worthy 
Cause. 


I)r. Clarence D. Ussher spoke to the 
guests at the Seminole Hotel on Sat¬ 
urday evening, March 16, about the 
Armenian massacres and of present 
conditions in Armenia. He was heard 
with great interest and. no doubt, in 
accordance with his suggestion, some 
gifts for the support of the starving 
children of that now desolate country, 
will be forthcoming from the people 
of Winter Park. 

Two gifts, one of five dollars and 

one of sixty dollars, have been hand¬ 
ed to President C. H. French to be 
Bent to Mr. Cleveland H. Dodge, of 
New York, the treasurer of the Ameri¬ 
can Committee for Armenian and Syr¬ 
ian Relief. 

On Sunday afternoon Dr. Ussher 
spoke in the Presbyterian church in 
Orlando. In the evening he returned 
to Winter Park and spoke at the Vir¬ 
ginia Inn. At the close of his ad¬ 
dress an offering was received, which 
totaled $483.06 in cash and pledges. 
Other amounts have since been re¬ 
ceived from those who heard the Sun¬ 
day evening address making the total 
$516.05. Should there be still others 
who desire to help, they may send 
their gifts to Mr. Cleveland H. Dodge. 

1 Madison avenue, New' York City, or 
gifts may he handed to President C. 
11. French, who will forward them to 
New’ York. 

Every cent given in this way goes 
directly to the starving Armenians. 
Dr. Ussher’s salary and expenses and 
those of others working as he is do¬ 
ing are paid by funds by Mr. Dodge 
and others for this purpose. Not a 
jenny of the gifts which he collects 
is used in paying him or any one else 
engaged in the presentation of the 
cause. It all goes directly to Ar¬ 
menia.

It was when Dr. Ussher was a young 
man with a thriving medical practice 
in Kansas City that the fact was I 
brought to his attention that men ol j 
his type were needed in Turkey. Con¬ 
sequently he set out to that country 
and established a hospital at Van,

Another star is to be added to the 
Rollins Service Flag. This time It is 
a distinguished star, for it represents 
not only service, hut a great discov¬ 
ery by a former student. 

William W. Herrick son of Rev. 
Edward I'. Herrick, D. D., for many 
years a trustee of the college, impelled 
by patriotic motives, left a lucrative 
New r York City practice to enter the 
service of his country shortly after 
was was declared, as major in the 
United States army. He is now' in 
charge of the base hospital at Camp 
Jackson. Columbia, S. (’.. where there 
are 40.00D troops from Florida, North 
and South Carolina. Mr. Herrick has 
900 sick soldiers to care for, and has 
a large corps of doctors and 70 nurses 
under him. 

It will he of much Interest to col 
lege people to know’ that Mr. Herrick, 
who has always been a loyal son of 
Rollins, is in charge of all the Flor¬ 
ida soldier boys who are ill. Rut what 
is of special interest is the fact that 
he has made a discovery w’hich has 
led Surgeon General Gorgas to con¬ 
gratulate him. This discovery is a 
new treatment of the dread mentngitis 
and has reduced the mortality from 
40 to 15 per cent. 

General Gorgas has asked Mr. Her¬ 
rick to send his treatment to all the 
United States cam|>s. Mr. Herrick is 
w'riting a book upon the subject and 
is lecturing in some southern cities to 
doctors and instructing them in the 
new treatment which is to he adopted 
in the U. S. hospitals.

which hospital was the only cA'il 
hospital in an area as large as New 
York State and Pennsylvania com¬ 
bined. In the years 1895-1915 he es¬ 
tablished a medical j>raetice that ex¬ 
tended throughout the Turkish em- 
|)ire. 

In August, 1914, the Turkish army 
began to mobilize. Dr. Ussher knew 
the danger he was in, hut resolved to 
remain that he might continue his 
work The real danger came in less 
than a year with the siege of Van, fol¬ 
low ing terrible massacres. A few hun¬ 
dred men, inadequately armed, held

Last Friday night the Country Club 
threw open its spacious rooms to a 
company consisting of Winter Park 
citizens and visitors. The intention 
was, as Dr. Hotard stated in his in¬ 
troductory remarks, to show the tour¬ 
ists a courtesy just at a time when 
most of them are about to depart, so 
that they might understand liow r great¬ 
ly Winter Park appreciates their 
presence. 

After a vocal selection exquisitely 
rendered by Miss Frieda Siewtrt, Prof. 
Rheinhard spoke on “The Indistruc- 
tible Supremacy of the French Lan¬ 
guage.” He showed that no other 
modern tongue had throughout the 
ages acquired and retained so many 
admirers as the language of Racine 
and PAieocrven among the hereditary 
foes of the French people. Of this 
he quoted many examples, notably the 
German Km press Augusta, the grand¬ 
mother o'l the present Emperor. 

After a charming violin solo by Mrs. 
Kraus, who was obliged to give an 
encore, Dr. French of Rollins spoke 
learnedly and eloquently on “The War 
and Education.” He pointed out the 
close connection between education in 
Prussia, and that country’s behaviour 
in the present war, and made a deep¬ 
ly felt appeal for the right kind of 
democratic training of the young—a 
training such as Rollins College is 
trying to impart, and will impart in 
ever growing measure, providing the 
friends of the college show their ap¬ 
preciation of its needs.

FOUNDING OF ROLLINS 
IS DESCRIBED IN 
BULLETIN 

EARLY DAYS OF COLLEGE CON¬ 
TAIN MUCH OF INTEREST TO 
PRESENT STUDENTS. 


COMPLETE DETAILS OF FOUND¬ 
ING ARE TOLD IN CONDENSED 

FORM FOR THE FIRST TIME. 

In 1881. Mr. Loring A. Chase, of Chi¬ 
cago. and Mr. Oliver E. Chapman, of 
Canton. Mass., purchased a tract of 
six hundred acres of land bordering 
on Lakes Virginia. Osceola, and Mait¬ 
land. In February, 1885, the,Legisla¬ 
ture of Florida granted a charter to 
the Winter Park Company, the offi¬ 
cers of which were Mr. F. W. Lyman, 
of Minneapolis, President, Mr. Frank¬ 
lin Fairbanks, of St. Johnshury, Vt.. 
Vice President. Mr. F. G. Webster, of 
Hoston, Treasurer, Mr. Loring A. 
Chase. Secretary. These, with Mr. A. 
W. Rollins, and Mr. W. C. Comstock 
of Chicago, and Judge J. F. Welborne, 
of Winter Park, constituted the 
Roard of Directors of the Company. 
These gentlemen with eighteen others 
subscribed for the entire issue of 
three hundred thousand dollars of 
stock. A number of them had al¬ 
ready established winter homes in 
the vicinity. Others, were attracted 
by the beauties of the region and the 
congenial associations which it offer¬ 
ed. Such was the genesis of Winter 
Park, the “community congenial.* 
unique in its ideals, fortunate in its 
founders and happy in its history. 

In such a group of people, spontane¬ 
ous spiritual generation would soon 
produce the thought of founding a col 
lege. Mr. Lyman is credited, how'- 
ever, with first giving expression to 
it. Dr. E. P. Hooker who “preached 
an eloquent sermon in the Town Hall 
on Junuary 15th, 1884” joined Mr. 
Lyman in urging earnestly the build¬ 
ing of a college. At some time prior 
to April 18th of that year, a Congre¬ 
gational church had been organized 
with Dr. Hooker as .its first pastor. 
The General Congregational Associa¬ 
tion of Florida met with this its 
youngest church on April 18th to 20th 
At this meeting the question or or¬ 
ganizing a college was discussed and 
it “was voted unanimously to estab¬ 
lish a first-class college in Florida.”

talk behind a fellow’s back and not 
tell him about it. Therefore—Just 
straight to you, what do you think of 
ihe societies and teas, etc, accounts 
of which till the Sandspur every L- 
sue? 

"Maybe you wonder why 1 stick 
my foot in it when 1 have left Rollins 
for good, IPs none of my business, 
is it? Maybe I just want to argue or 
I got up on the wrong side of the bed 
or some thing, or may be I am just 
sore because you fellows are out of 
this thing and I’m not; anyhow I al- 
way s rea d the S a n 1 1 spur l h ro ugh and 
through with the idea of just plain 
"knocking.” Man, you know if the 
boys there really had TKP‘ where 
they would be? 1 do. and so do you, 
deep down in your heart. Maybe I 
have the words mixed, but to me ‘Pep* 
is most the same thing as Patriotism. 
Do you think there is much distinc¬ 
tion between them? Take a glance 
over the ‘Camouflage? Did you read 
the poem, T was Only a Volunteer.' 
Would that do to publish in the Sand¬ 
spur? No, I'm afraid not; it might 
not be to the ini crests of the school. 

“What do you think of me for writ¬ 
ing such a letter as this? Did l do 
it in the old days? ‘Them' were the 
good times, weren't they? Still, 
things have changed a lot since 1 have 
been here, it just makes one realize 
what we are up against as compared 
with the easy life I had at school 
when at Rollins. 

“As you notice, I started to send 
this letter direct to the Sandspur, but 
after noticing that you were connected 
with it I decided to send the letter 
to you, just as a method of getting 
U off my mlrnl. Everybody there that 
used to write me seems to have quit 
for some reason or other. Maybe I 
have hurt their feelings—some at 
least, I know I have, 

"Do you still want to be an ‘officer' 
of some kind or other? Let me say 
that officers aren’t the only ones who 
receive the glory, or the money either, 
if that interests you. There are many 
good positions open to those who want 
them and unless you are very certain 
you are qualified to become an officer, 
don't try it, old man; for if there is 
anthing an enlisted man shows his 
disgust for, it is that kind of officer. 
Yos, we have seen a few. a goodly 
few, with their gold braid who know 
just about enough about a ship to be 
able to know how to ‘box the com- 
pas? 

“1 hear that ‘Smut 1 is leaving. That 
will put a big hole in ‘Rollins? won't 
it? What's left of the fellows your 
age and size? Most all gone, aren't 
they? I don’t guess 1*11 get an answer 
to all this talk, but some day I will 
hear that you have left and it won't 
surprise me a bit. 

"I have at last got a building for 
an office, and also a warehouse which 
I am in charge of. It makes things 
look more business-like, at least, and 
I feel I am doing lots more than last 
year, when ! lived and had an office 
in an 8x12 tent.

The impression Paul made "where 
good fellows get together" was that of 
a congenial spirit, a student and a 
gentleman. Many friends who have 
gone out from Rollins' halls will read 
with sad hearts of the departure of 
this knightly soul. In preparing to 
defend his country’s cause he has 
made the supreme sacrifice, >mt the 
pure gold of his character remains in 
the memory of his fellows—an Ideal 
of manly earnestness, of faithful en 
deavor.

BUt for tour weeks against the gov¬ 
ernor-general of the province and his 
army. The American premises were 
in ihe very center of the city and shel¬ 
tered six thousand refugees. Dr. 
Ussher and his fellow missionaries or¬ 
ganized a method of city government 
and of feeding and housing the home¬ 
less, The hospital was crowded to 
thrice Us natural capacity and he 
;iud his nurses dressed the wounds of 
hundreds for whom no room could be 
found in the hospital. 

Finally the Turks bombarded the 
American premises, disregarding the 
neutral flag that floated above them, 
and the'Red Cross flag, which in itself 
should have been a protection. Those 
within the hospital were brought to j 
the point of despair. Dr. Ussher could j 
not Are back upon the Turks consci- 
entiously as America was a neutral 
country, and while he and his confed¬ 
erates were holding a conference, 
trying to decide what to do, the firing 
outside ceased and It was discovered 
that the Turks were fleeing. Their 
flight was caused by the advance of 
the Russian army, who entered the 
city two days later. 

Dr. Ussher, the only physician in a 
-ity of forty thousand, had not only 
the wounded to care for, but also hun¬ 
dreds of refugees from the Turkish 
army Dr. Ussher served the Allied 
cause so courageously that the Czar j 
of Russia sent him a personal message 
of thanks and an order that he hence- 
forth be ranked as General, 

Following the flight of the Turk# 
came the Black Death, as a result of 
which the Russian army retreated and 
the populace fled. Dr. Ussher was 
taken ill with typhus, contracted from 
refugees, and after his wife had died 
[>f the disease, he was carried on a 
stretcher back to safety beyond the 
Russian lines. 

He comes back to this country now, 
to enlist the sympathy and help of the 
American people for the Armenians, 
among whom he has spent his life and 
whom he knows more Intimately per¬ 
haps than any other man unless It be 
an Armenian.

Our prisons today are more sanitary 
and less horrible than they were in 
the days of John Howard and Eliza 
belli Fry, but we must not being satis- 
fied with this, as there Is still a 
greater problem, “What shall become 
of the criminal after he has suffered 
his punishment ? l# —perhaps even a 
greater problem now, than it ever 
was before* 

It was in the penitentiary at San 
Quentin, California, one Sunday morn¬ 
ing that Mrs. Maud Rallington Booth 
realized the hopelessness of prison 
life, Krotn that day she was resolved 
to he a friend to the friendless, the 
friend of those who have forfeited 
the right to friendship, she argued 
that it was "The touch of human sym¬ 
pathy'* that every man needs in or;>r 
to bring out the best that is in him, 
NO man was ever so hopelessly bad 
that there was nut somewhere in his 
mind or heart some little spark of 
goodness that might be touched by 
"true sympathy truly expressed," 

With this idea in mirnl she organ¬ 
ized a prison league for mutual help 
and asked prisoners everywhere to 
become members of it. 

Each member promised to do a few 
simple things faithfully. For instance, 
"To pray every morning, to retrain 
from bad language, to obey the prison 
rules cheerfully and to try to he an 
example of good conduct ; to cheer and 
encourage others in well-doing and 
right living," 

A white ha \ge, bearing the motto of 
the league, "Look up and Hope," was 
given to each one. All this was very 
simple, but it gave each a definite and 
nnfcle object to work for. and united 
the men In a bond of brotherhood. 
They knew that they had a friend who 
was earnestly striving to help them, 
and they lovingly called her "Little 
Mother/* 

The Little Mother’s work widened 
until from the great prisons in all 
parts of the country came a call to 
organize prison leagues. 

Through the aid or benevolent men. 
and the prisoners themselves, she 
founded homes in which those who 
had served their terms of punishment 
could find shelter until they were aide 
to support themselves by honest la-

At' the meeting of the Association 
held in April 1SS5* offers of money 
m\ property to be used in the estab¬ 
lishing of the new institution were 
considered, and the offer of $114,000 
from Winter Park was accepted. Of 
this amount, Mr. Alonzo W. Rollins 
gave fifty thousand dollars. 

When word came that the Associa¬ 
tion had determined to accept the 
offer made by Winter Park* the 
churrh bell was rung to announce 
the good news. The same evening 
the home of Mr. F. W. Lyman was 
thrown open and the people gathered 
to rejoice over the good news and 
to pay honor to Mr. Rollins, 

Before the end of April, the com¬ 
mittee appointed by the Association 
tol secure the legal incorporation of 
Ihe college had met at Sanford and 
drafted a constitution and by-laws 
aiming officers and trustees* Dr. 
Hhoker was appointed President of 
the College. The officers of the 
Btord of Trustees were as follows; 
President* Mr. F, W. Lyman; Vice 
President, Rev. C. M. Bingham; Treas 


urer, Mr. A* W, Rollins; Auditor, Dr, 
N. llarrowa, and Secretary* Rev. S. 
D. Smith, The name '‘Rollins Col¬ 
lege'’ was adopted in honor of the 
man whose large gift had assured the 
establishment of the institution* 

Dr, Hooker, having assumed the du 
ties of the presidency, soon weni 
north seeking new friends and addi¬ 
tional money for the college. He pres 
ently reported that Mr. F. B. Knowles^ 
of Worcester* Mass., had promised to 
hear the cost of erecting a building 
which should contain the chapel and 
recitation rooms* A beautiful tract 
of ten acres of ground bordering on 
Lake Virginia was included in the ori¬ 
ginal offer of money and property 
made ii> the college. During the sum¬ 
mer of 1885* under the superin lend 
ante of Mr George A., Rollhiu, work 
w ' begun in Mi- constrnation o l 

Knowles Hull and plans were 'Bade! 
For Hie erection of two other build¬ 
ings for use as dormitories* The tota 1 
estimated cost of these three build¬ 
ings was Iweniy-five thousand dot 
lam. 

On November 4lh, the opetm g ex¬ 
ercises td the first college term were 
held In the audience room of the Con¬ 
gregational church* A hymn was 
sung* Prayer was offered by Dr. 
Hooker who then Introduced Rev. S. 
F. Gale, of Jacksonville, Secretary 
and Treasurer of tile General Congre¬ 
gational Association ol Florida who 
delivered an interesting address. 

Tn addition to Dr. Hooker as Presi¬ 
dent. the faculty consisted of Profess¬ 
or N. Barrows, M. P** Mathematics 
and Physics, Rev* Frank S, Child* 
English and American Literature and 
Elocution, Prof. W* W* Lloyd* An¬ 
cient Language and Principal of the 
Preparatory Department. Miss Annie 
W. Morton, Principal of the Training 
Department and Miss Louise M* Ab¬ 
bott* Assistant in the Training .De¬ 
partment* Sixty-six students were 
present at the opening exercises. 
Among them were three Freshman, 
three normal students, twenty pre¬ 
paratory pupils and forty in Hie Train 
tug School. 

Accommodations were found tern- 
porartly hi several cottages and in 
the audience room of the church. The 
halls over “White's Store” were soon 
prepared for occupancy, however, and 
the work of the college was carried 
on there until the new Knowles Hall 
was completed* This building was 
dedicated in March 18S6, with Impress 
Ive exercises. Mr. F. W. Knowles, the 
President of the Trustees, delivered 
the keys of the completed building to 
Dr. Hooker who* in his response* paid 
a well deserved tribute to both Mr. 
Knowles and Mr. Rollins* The address 
of the occasion was delivered by the 
Hon* A. J. Russell, State Superintend¬ 
ent of Schools. An appeal was made 
for money to pay the cost of furnish 
ing rooms in the girls' dormitory* 
and, in a few minutes, more than two 
thousand dollars was subscribed for 
that purpose. Upon the completion 
of this subscription* a note was read 
from Air. Knowles offering to meet 
the entire expense of the erection of 
a much needed dormitory for young 
men.

"CHEAP JOHN" LEIBOVITZ, OF 
TAMPA, FIRST TO LOSE FED¬ 
ERAL FOOD LICENSE IN 
FLORIDA. 

(From Office of Braxton Beacham, 
Federal Food Administrator, FlaT 
A Tampa merchant* L, Leibovitz* 
has the distinction of being the first 
person in Florida to lose license to 
operate a 

States Food Administration, through 
an order of Hon. Braxton Beacham, 
issued on the 7th. which suspended 
the license of Llebovltz* The defend¬ 
ant was charged with having sold 
wheat flour without conforming to the 
law as regards selling wheat substi¬ 
tutes of equal amount to that of wheat 
flour, and also selling wheat flour at 
a price higher than that allowed by 
the food Administration. 

The hearing was conducted at Tam¬ 
pa, and evidence in the case was sub¬ 
mitted by Halford Jones, food admin¬ 
istrator of Hillsborough County. 
Liebovltz was represented by an at¬ 
torney and despite the fact that he 
had written a letter previous to the 
trial, that was damaging to his tes¬ 
timony, stoutly pleaded not guilty. 
Several witnesses were introduced by 
the food administration and their tes¬ 
timony left no doubt as to the wilful 
guilt of the accused. Liebovitz was 
ordered to return his license, and to 
dispose of his stock under direction 
of the county food administrator of 
Hillsborough County, W T ho was given 
authority to extend such time as was 
reasonably necessary to handle the 
stock of goods. 

Liehovitz was known throughout 
Hillsborough and neighboring counties 
as "Cheap John,

FOUNDING OF ROLLINS IS 

DESCRIBLJ IN BULEETIN

J. H. Ford was made acting president. 
Prof. Charles G. Fairchild succeed¬ 
ed Dr. Hooker and remained in office 
about one year. During another in¬ 
terval. Prof. Ford again guided the 
affairs of the college until in 1895. 
Dr. George M. Ward assumed the pres 
idency. 

The story of his devoted and sue 
cossful service is w'ell knowui to all 
the friends of the school. In 1903, 
he was succeeded by Dr. W. F. Black¬ 
man whose presidency of thirteen 
years is the longest in the history of 
the college. During this period three 
of the buildings now standing on the 
campus were erected. The original 
Knowles Hall being burned, the pres¬ 
ent . building bearing that name w'as 
erected through the generous help 
of Mrs. Knowles. An endowunent cam 
paign was conducted by President 
Blackman resulting in securing a fund 
of two hundred and forty thousand 
dollars. Among the subscribers to 
this fund was Dr. D. K. Pearsons, the 
well known Chicago philanthropist. 

Dr. Blackman retired from the pres¬ 
idency in 1915. During the following 
year the affairs of the college w'ere 
managed jointly by Dean A. D. Enyart 
and Mr. W. R. O’Neal, the Treasurer. 
In the fall of 1916. Dr. Ward returned 
to serve as acting president for one 
year. During this time, under his 
leadership, the trustees rallied for a 
new and stronger effort to put the 
college on a sound and strong finan¬ 
cial and educational foundation. A 
guarantee towards its current expense 
for two years beginning in 1917 was 
given, and. on September 1st. 1917. 
Rev. Calvin H. French assumed the 
presidency. With a new' appreciation 
both of the needs and the opportun¬ 
ity of the college, the trustees and 
the new' president are planning hope¬ 
fully for a new and greater Rollins.
